A Third Barley Smut 

Nearly nil fanners are familiar 
with covered smut on barley, and 
they know that it can be controlled 
by treating the seed with a mer¬ 
curial dust or with formalin. Loose 
smut, also, is familiar and it can 
be controlled only by the use of 
smut free seed or by means of the 
somewhat dilficult hot water treat¬ 
ment. 

Recently, the existence of another 
kind has been demonstrated and it 
is now known to lie fairly common 
in the West. It is called ‘false 
loose smut' or ‘intermediate smut.’ 
In the field it resembles ordinary 
loose smut, but in its life history 
it is closely akin to covered smut. 
Mercurial dusts and formalin afford 
effective control. 

Since false loase smut looks like 
ordinary loose smut and bell, ves 
like covered smut, it is important 
to know something of its distribu¬ 
tion and occurrence on different 
varieties of barley. Line Elevators 
Farm Service is cooperating with 
the Dominion Laboratory oi Plant 
Pathology, Winnipeg, in making ft 
•urvey to determine the prevalence 
of false loose smut. Line Elevator 
agents, members of junior farm 
clubs and others arc being provided 
with special envelopes in which to 
send loose smut specimens to us for 
microscopical examinatic 1. 

This is a fine chance for farmers 
to aid plant scientists. Ask the 
nearest Line Elevator agent lor 
a leaflet illustrating the different 
•muU and for specimen envelopes.

WAR GOODS DISPOSAL 

The Canadian Institute of 

Plumbing and Heating lias set 

up a committee with which the 
Cr wn Company War Assets 
Coiporaton will make arrang¬ 
ements for the marketing of 
such tilings as toilets, pipe, rad 
iators, furnaces, stoves, bath¬ 
tubs, etc. Th e pJan provides for 
the millions of dollars worth of 
used merchandise as above 
mentioned, much of it as good 
as when first sold, to be bought 
up at fixed prices an a quota 
basis by various manufacturers, 


wholesalers, and others in th« 
trade. The fixed prices wil] be 
arrived at in conference be¬ 
tween the War Asseit 8 Corporat 
ion and the committee of the 
Canadian Institute of Plumbing 
and Heating. The purpose of 
the plan is to prevent great 
quantities of such equipment 
to be “bought up cheaply and 
dumped on the market at cut¬ 
throat prees.” 

Let us ' 1( >ok at the other side 
of tht picture. Less than 5 per 
cent of prairie farm homes have 
bathroom facilities and less 
than 2 per cent have flush 
toilets. Only about 11 per cent 
of Canadian fam homes have 
furnaces, a serious hardship dur 
ing long, cold winters. Farm 
people of the prairie provinces 
in this twentieth century are 
livng under nineteenth centuiy 
sanitary ionditions. The meali¬ 
est section of any modern city 
is better equipped in this re- 
pec t than the average farm 
home. 

The Canadian Institute of 
Plumbing and heating is evident 
ly determined that*prairie farm 
ers wiM reman in this benighted 
condition. They are going to do 
everything in their pekver to 
prevent plumbing facilities be¬ 
ing sold at prices farmers can 
afford. One official even sug¬ 
gests that such surplus plumbing 
should ba “dumped” in Europe 
m oider that prices might be 
maintained in Canada. Evidently 
he preferred to see the living 
conditions of Europeans improv 
ed in preference to there being 
any improvement in the homes 
of prairie farmers. — Brooks 
Bulletin.
